PARIS, Saturday, March 6 (7).—The 
Cabinet of Premier Aristide Briand re- 
signed this morning following defeat 
in the Chamber of Deputies by 53 votes 
on a Clause of the financial bill which 
the Premier hdd made a question of 
confidence. 

The official vote by which the Gov- 
ernment was defeated was 274 to 221, 
an opposition majority of 53.

The Chamber had plodded through- 
out the night until nearly 7 o'clock this 
morning going mechanically through 
article after article. of the financial 
Measure, rejecting dozens of the more 
or less futile amendments.

BRIAND PREMIER EIGHT TIMES 


‘Won Fame as an Orator and Was: 
in Fifteen Cabinets, 

Aristide Briand has been Premier of 
France eight times during his 63 years 
of life and a member of the Cabinet 
fifteen times. 

Starting many years ago as a writer 
on The Paris Lantern, an organ of 
radicals opposed.to organized society, 
2 lawyer of humble birth, he devoted 
his youth to attempts to,reform the 
world along socialistic lines, but as 
he grew older his socialistic ardor 
cooled. 

At 36 years of age he was elected a 
Deputy and at 42 a Minister. He made 
his reputation in the Chamber ag an 
orator. 

His greatest reputation was earned 
in 1910, He had then been read out 
of the Socialist Party. -In that year he 
broke the great strike of French rail- 
read workers by placing the railroads 
under military law. and calling the 
strikers to the colors, declaring. that 
“the interests of the whole nation are 
supreme and must outweigh the 
interests of any class or body.” 

He was called a dictator for this by 
his critics; his admirers termed him an 
intellectual colossus and for the great- 
er part of his‘career since these terms 
have been applied to him. 

His longest tenure of office, however, 
was from October, 1915, to December, 
1916, when unhampered by allegiance 
to any political group he began a poli- 
tical career which made him famous 
throughout the world and which, Bt 
though interrupted, culminated in 
signing, in mdon, the — ⸗ 
Peace Pact.

GROSS INCOME CLAUSE 
IN TAX LAW ANALYZED 


Collector Bowers Details What to 
Include in Retarn—Dividends 
- Subject to State Levy. 





The provisions of the new tax law 
governing gross income were set forth 
yesterday by Collector Frank K. Bow-

“The taxpayer must include in his 
income-tax return for the year, 1925 all 
items of gross income specified by 
law.. In the case of a -storekeeper 
gross income usually consists of gross 
profits on sales. together with income 
from other sources. The return must 
show the gross sales; purchases and 
cost of goods sold. 

The professional man, lawyer, doc- 
tor, dentist, must include all fees and 
other compensation received from pro- 
f onal services. The farmer. must 
report as gross income the proceeds of 
sales or exchange of ‘products raised, 
on the farm, or whether purchased by 
him,and resold. He must report also 
gross income from all other sources, 
such as rentals or profits from the “ye 
of farm lands. E

Ships Seized in 1924. 

The Sagatind, seized in October, 1924, 
about twenty-two mijes off Rockaway, 
ha aboard 38,000 cases of liquor. The 
Diamantina was seized on the same 
day about sixteen miles off Rockaway 
Point. They have been lying idle ever 
since, pending the outcome of the 
cases. The Sagatind is valued at 
$300,000 and the Diamantina at $25,000. 

A Coast Guard speed boat found the 
two ships tied together. Dressed as 
civilians, Coast Guardsmen purchased 
liquor from the Diamantina which was 
swing aboard the Di na, they 
said,’ from the Sagatind. 

Attorneys for the defendants main- 
tained yesterday that, the treaties 
were, in effect, an attempt to give 
the United States territo control 
of the high seas and ‘that such treaties 
could not be legally effective without 
ia consent of the House of Represen- 
tatives, which had not been obtained. 

Mr. Stichman argued that the treat- 
ies include a consent on the part of 
this country to permit foreign ships 
to bring liquor into these ports as ‘‘sea 
stores” in exchange for an agreement 
by the nations in the treaty that the 
United States had a mght to seize 
ships erigaged in liquor traffic illegal- 
ly within a distance described in the 
treaty as the distance from shore 
which a vessel, or a’ contact boat, 
could cover in one hour. ’ 


Six Padlock Decrees Issued. 


Federal Judge John C. Knox issued 
padlock decrees yesterday against six 
places, including the Eugenie Club at 
112-114 West Forty-eighth Street.

Included in Judge 
Knox’s decrees was one against Mur- 
chio’s Italian Gardens at Greenwood 
Lake, N. Y., where a seventy-foot bar 
is to be closed for one year. 
Asserting there was no evidence. to 
sustain charges of disorderly conduct 
against them, Magistrate Thomas F. 
McAndrews in West Side Court or- 
dered the discharge yesterday of four- 
teen men and six women arrested ear- 
lier in the day in the 350 Club at 107 
West Forty-eighth Street, where they 
were patrons. Samuel Barbara, the 
alleged owner, and Louis Nichols, a. 
waiter, were released in $100 bail each 
on disorderly conduct charges. The 
patrons were arrested as a result of a 
recent ruling by Magistrate Harry A. 
Garden that “persons found drinking 
were ity of disorderly conduét. 
Magi te McAndrews took a differ- 
ent view.

Cramton Pleads for a Separate Dry 
. Bhreau—Says States’ Neglect 
imperils Prohibition.

This mobile squad, General Andrews 
said, was being organized now in New 
York City and Philgdelphia districts, 
with Frank Hale as chief and Roscoe 
Harper as special legal adviser. <Mr. 
Foster also is to visit the Federal ad- 
ministrators in the so-called industrial 
‘alcohol district,.to take up details of 
organization and procedure. 

Squads’ Duties Are Outlined. 


“The fundamental idea,” General 
Andréws told the administrators, ‘‘is 
that there shall be in each district a 


special squad charged with the polic- 
ing and investigating work connected 
with the manufacture and use of spe- 
cially denatured alcohel. The admin- 
istrator should refer to this squad the 
policing investigation of his permittees 
in the independent denaturing plants, 
specially bonded dealers and manufac- 
turers usimg specially denatured alco- 
hol; and also any applications for new 
permits in any of these three classes. 
“This alcohol squad may consist en- 
tirely of your.own personnel or in any 
part or wholly of men from the Fed- 
eral squad, &s you and Mr. Foster 
may decide. The men in the Federal 
squad will of course be very mobile, 
working in and out of the different 
districts as the situation demands. 
“It is not intended that you are re- 
lieved of your responsibility for- the 
permissive phase of your office.

$4 and for the Columbia and Chicago 
games from. $2.50 to $3. 

Iv was estimated that the new scale 
of prices would add $250,000 to the 
treasury. Pennsylvania has led the 
country for the past few seasons 
the total receipts for football, and 
in 1924 the gate was in excess of $700,- 

. The total for 1925, while not an- 
nounced officially, is epee to —* 
proach the $800,000 mark. With the 
new scale the 1926 receipts are likely 
to pass $1,000,000, making Pennsylvania 
the first college to move into the 
$1,000,000 class. 


Approval Is Expected. 


Pennsylvania is expected to approve 
the new scale, apparently awaiting 
}only the approval of the university 
; council and the four opponents on the 
schedule. 

Meanwhile, followers of the Big 
Three here seemed unanimous in ap- 
proving the increase from $3 to $5 for 
the Big Three series.

DISREPUTABLE ROADHOUSES. 

At the request of Governor Moors 
New Jersey prosecutors and Common 
Pleas Judges will see what can be 
done to suppress the roadhouse evil 
in their jurisdictions. It jwas at a 
vicious résort in Mountain View that 
CHARLES E. ULRICH, a ‘State, trooper, 
was shot and‘ killed on Feb. 16 while 
seeking evidence of the character of 
the place. The kind of roadhouse to 
be proceeded against is the haunt -of 
the: dissolute and. criminal and must 
not-be confused: with. hotels and’ res- 
taurants © that bid for the patronage 
of; respectable automobile. parties. 
Sometimes remote from well-traveled 
roads, it is open at all hours of the 
night: The local authorities do not 
have the resources to make but a 
case against it, or are reluctant to 
act upon. complaints, or for political 
reasons let it alone. In .communities 
where there are no uniformed. police 
the tendency im to disclaim respon- 
sibility for what goes on in a notori- 
ous house, unless '-a felony is com- 
mitted. ‘ 

The murder of Trooper ULRICH was 
so brutal in its circumstances that the 
whole State was aroused. Everybody 
seemed to know there were such 
“dives,” that complaints had often 
been made against them, and that they 
still flourished. Prosecutor Ds Vos 
of ‘Passaic a few months ago called 
upon the local Government to investi- 
gate the Mountain View roadhouse, 
but received no reply. Later he em- 
ployed detectivés, raided the place and 
arrested the proprietor and some of 
the inmates. The proprietor was in- 
dicted and Was admitted to bail. _Learn- 
ing that the roadhouse had ‘been re- 
openéd, ‘the ‘Prosecutor enlisted the 
State Police to obtain new evidence. 
\It was in the performance of this duty 
that Unaice, a fine typeof trooper, 
met his death. Ds Vow discovered 
that ‘the place was a “veritable ar- 
senal."? Governor Moors thereupon 
summoned Common Pleas Judges and 
Prosecutors.to come to Trénton and 
discuss with him the means of closing 
such stablishments. They are all 
criminal resorts in his opinion. The 
Governor told the officials that the

There is absolutely nothing in the present 
requirements concerning the practice of 
medicine In New York to prevent a chiro- 
practor who also qualifies ee a doctor of 
medicine from practicing in the State of 
New York and benefiting any people who 
eare to consult him, . 

It would be a real calamity, however, if 
chiropractors without such medical traiping 
should be permitted to practice in New York. 
Under our present requirements “a man 
1aust have spent .t least six years of very

mitted to practice medicine. Our whole 
modern safety from epidemics and ‘the ef- 
fectiveness. of our public departménts of 
bealth are founded upon the gérm theory of 
disease and upon an. effectively trained 
medical body.

But the people can 
have the sunken garden without the 
arch whenever they want ‘it in place 
of the Take, and there has been no- 
where as yet any great outcry in favor 
of.either the garden or the arch. 

It myst be clear to any unprejudiced 
citizen that mere is a strong tide of 
opposition to the proposed site and 
almost as strong an opposition to the 
type of memorial prppoged. When my 
friend Hastings’s design was selected 
there had ‘been no opportunity offered 
for public inspection and criticism, and 
— gs gating au ABR 
memorial and the site was made in 
‘the face of strong protest. There is a 
‘widespread conviction that an arch of 
triumph does not express the deeper 
feeling of our people with regard to 
the war, and that it is quite unfit as 
an expression ‘of reverent honor paid 
to the dead, Some other type of me- 
morial should, be sought for and no 
final decision made that can offend 
any considerable element of our citi- 
zenry or expose the city to the hostile 
eriticism of future generations.

In the letter of Lawrence, Grant 
White captioned “Central Park Me- 
morial” in this morning’s Tres the 
reference to “our parks built in the 
worst period of American art’’ com- 
pared “‘with the beautiful parks of 
Europe,’’ coming from one inferential- 
ly an authority, must cause surprise 
to those in any way familiar with the 
leading public parks.of this country in 
comparison-with the principal parks in 
Europe. While Central Park has de- 
teriorated from lack of care and pub- 
lic interest in not .maintaining its for- 
mer.unsurpassed attractiveness, and 
from’. similar reasons for encroach- 
tent now advocated by Mr. White, 
who befofe has had.the courage or the 
ng design 
for Central Park to indicate that our 
American parks are crude, unartistic 
and inferior creations to what may be 
seen in ‘the parks abroad? 

Conversely, may I express the con- 
viction from personal observation of 
the leading parks for many years, 
both those of the principal cities of 
the United States and of the larger 
European cities, that in comparison 
quite the reverse off Mr. White’s con- 
clusion is apparent.

New Agreement Does Not Apply to 
Eight Men on Strike at the 
Cathedral of St. John.

The strike of stonemasons in New 
York City was settled yesterday, when 
employers and representatives of the 
union signed an agreement under the 
terms of which the masons will re- 
ceive $14 a day and the laborers $9 
a day for the next two years. This is 
an.increase of *2 a day for the masons 
and $1-a day for the laborers over 
the previous scale. 

The agreement will become effective 
Monday and will expire’ March 1, 1928, 
Under its terms 500 men who have been 
on strike since’ Feb. 28 will return to 
work. In addition, the agreement re- 
moyes the danger of a ‘threaténed 
strike of the 3,000 men in the masons’ 
local in ‘New York City’ and ~ Long 
Island, all of whom-are members of 
the Intertiational, Bricklayers,, Masons 
and Plasterers’. Union.

MAY USE RAIL'MOTOR CARS 


Receiver of System Declarés Local 
Steam Service Will Remain for 
Mail and Perishable Goods. 


The Chicago & Alton, which has béen 
in’ receivership since August, 1922) will 
begin early this Spring to supplement 
its passenger service by the operation 
of buses. If the first opération proves 
successful the road plans to extend 
the highway passenger service over its 
entire system. 
Initial motor. instaHations will be. 
parallel to two sections of its 


between Chicago and St. Louis, which 
runs via Jacksonville. The other route 
to be established will be between 
Springfield, Ill., and Joliet, paralleling 
the main Chicago-st. Louis trunk of 
the Alton. The first will be 94 miles 
long. As is the case all over the Alton 

territory, the railway is paralleled 
closely by an excellent surface road. 
As a result, the Alton buses will be 
able to serve all of the towns of this 
section of its lines. now reached by 
trains, The distamce between Jack- 
sonville and St. Louis via the highway 
is almost the same as that by rail. 

The other bus line will be consider- 
ably longer, as the distance from Joliet 
to Springfield is approximately 148 
miles. This ‘route will lie along the 
main trunk highway between Chicago 
and St. Louis, which is now us@d by 
several competing bus lines. The sched- 
ules for the buses on these routes 
have not yet been worked out. They 
are being tentatively prepared, but will: 
have to wait more definite form until 
the Illinois Commerce Commission 
grants the necessary certificates of 
convenience. “Actual op on of the 
buses will start immediat y after such 
permission is received. 

The Alton has also gone into the 
question of the adaptability of the 
rail motor car to its needs.. A com- 
mittee composed of an operating offi- 
cer, a mechanical engineer and a civil 
engineer found that’ the Alton’s needs 
would be filled by a motor car, either 
straight gasoline driven or gas-electric 
driven, that would handle a good-sized 
two-car passenger’ frain capable of 
carrying a reasonable amount of ex- 
press, baggage, poultry, milk and such 
perishable shipments as must be han- 
dled promptly to the larger markets, 
with also at least a 15-foot workin 
compartment: for Uniteg States mail 
and with a seating capacity for about 
45 to 60 passengers.
